I. BRIEF BIOGRAPHICAL SOURCES 


The following sources offer only minimal biographical 
information. 


"Architect’s Rites Pending.” Terre Haute Tribune, 8 September 
1979. 


This short obituary has limited information beyond the 
obvious time and place of death. Includes a picture. 


Gane, John F., ed. Awerican Architects Directory. New York: R.R. 
Bowker Company, 1970. 


This directory entry gives address, principal works, dates 
completed (not found in other sources), and American Institute 
of Architects activites. Slight discrepany on number of 
articles which were published on Vigo County architecture 

by Peddle in i941. 


Ireland, Norma Olin, ed. Index to Women of the World from Ancient 
to Modern Times: Biographies and Portraits. Westwood, Mass.: 
Faxon, 1970. 


This extremely brief listing gives two further sources to 
check, but no other useful information. 


"Medical Center." Practical Builder, July 1959, 80-83. 


This is the only article I found in a magazine featuring one 
of Juliet Peddle’s designs. There is no biographical 
information. However, it is an excellent example of her work 
and includes three pictures and detailed plans. 


II. FULLER BIOGRAPHICAL SOURCES 


The following sources (almost all newspaper articles) 
have been listed by date to more naturally show the progression 
of her life. Most of the references are about the same length 
(7 - 10 paragraphs). If they differ from this, I have 

noted it. 


Cronin, Gertrude. "Have You Heard About This?." Terre Haute 
Tribune, 8 December 1940, p. 14. 


In this short article, with picture, Juliet Peddle discusses 
her newest project — a series of sketches of Vigo County 


architecture. Quoting Peddle almost, entirely, this clipping 
gives insight into her interest in historical buildings and 
its relationship to her profession. 


"Delta Kappa Gamma Seeks Out Women Leaders." Terre Haute Tribune 


Star, 23 February 1941, p. 14. 


A lengthy article, (25 paragraphs), this is the only source 
which gives details of Peddle’s family history. It also 
includes more information on the time she spent aboard 

and her interest in art. It*s good for general background 
information and has some interesting details not found 
elsewhere.

This was an interesting source, as it reflected the time in 
which it was written, as well as giving good biographical 
information. About one third of the short (4 pg.) chapter is 
spent on the qualities necessary to be an architect. The rest 
focuses on Peddle’s education, work experience, outside 
interests, and involvement in the Women’s Architectural Club. 


William H. "A Designing Woman." Indianapolis Star, Peddle 
Family Clipping File, Vigo County Library Archives, Terre 
Haute, Indiana. 


Although not much detail is given, this is the only article 
that diecussea the problems a woman would face in a male- 


dominated profession. Usual background information is 
included along with two pictures.

This article gives interesting insight into Juliet Peddle’s 
frame of mind at age 74, her feeling about retirement, and 
architecture in general. 


"Historical Society Honors Juliet Peddle." Terre Haute Tribune,

The story emphasizes Peddie’s involvement with the Vigo 
County Historical Society. A picture of Juliet receiving 

a Plaque is included. The research. library at the Historical 
Museum is mentioned and should be investigated for further 
information.

Peddie." Terre Haute Tribune Star, 20 September 1974. 


There is nothing in this story that is not better done in 
the one immediately preceeding it. I would not bother to 


check it. (There is a picture, but not of Peddle.) 


Charles J. "Many Local Homes, Buildings Work of Late Woman 
Architect." Terre Haute Tribune, 13 September 1979. 


This article duplicates information found earlier. However 


it does contain some new facts about two of Peddle’s projects - 
the Sarah Peddle Burton Memorial Tower and Moench Hall at 
Rose-Hulman. 


Tuttle, Richard C. "Tribute Paid to Late Miss Juliet Peddle.”" 
Terre Haute Tribune Star, 23 September 1979, sec. A, 
p. 2. 


This detailed article with picture features the most complete 
listing of Peddle’s architectural work (including renovations). 
It emphasizes her civic involvement and there are two 
paragraphs on her personal qualities. It also mentions that 

her 66 sketches of Vigo County architecture are at the 
Historical Museum library. 


"Altrusa Book Presentation Honors Late Juliet Peddle." Terre Haute 
Tribune Star, 10 February 1980, sec. B, p. A. 


This story emphasizes Peddle’s involvement with Altursa. 
Mention is made of a slide collection on schools she had 
worked on over the last 30 years. 


"Elderly Housing Named to Honor Juliet Peddie." Terre Haute 
Tribune, 17 May 1980. 


A short, six paragraph article on how and why an apartment 
complex was named Juliet A. Peddle Park. There is a 

brief listing of area buildings designed and renovated by 
her with Community Theater mentioned for the first time.

No new biographical information, but reference is made to 
a book. on Juliet Peddle being written under the sponsor- 
ship of the Vigo County Historical Society.
